The Sup;rint indent of Buildings
is actively moving .n the matter, and has
aiready issued a largj number of peremptory
notices to the propriu.ors of tenement houses,
or their ageutB, rcq t ring them .0 place upon
their buildings a practical fireproof escape and

h stairway connecting with . proper openiug
leaning to the roof ; to connect by doors all the
100ms on each floor, from front to rear, in
order to afford a safe and secure means
of csoape in case ot fir.*, at directed
by the act of the Legislature. There is,
besides, no loophole of escapa tor the
heartless landlords of these dens, for the notice
must be attended to within ten dnvs after it is
nerved. The rigid en orcemcnt of tbe law in
this respect will bo hailed with pleaHure by all
who entertain feelings ot huminity, and espe¬
cially by the poor tenants, who heretofore have
been sacrificed to the cupidity and criminal
neglect of their landlords. The good cffccts
uf the law are already apparent in the change
which has taken place in the most notorious of
these human traps, ond the inmates no longer
tremble lor their lives at the prospect of a fire.
In carrying out the provisions of the law in
tho strictest and most impartitl manner the
SSuperiutendent of Buildings will earn the

gratitude and esteem of ali classes in the
community.

Lord Derby Resigns the Pre¬
miership of England.

Earl Derby, whoBo health bus becu failing

raplUiy lor some time past, placed hi* resigna¬
tion of the office of Premier of England iu the
hands of Queen Victoria at Osborne House this

evening.
The noble Earl, la thanking her Majesty for the

royal fstvor shown to him and tho coi.fideuoe re-

powd in him, alleges ill Lcultli us ncccsKilating
his retirement from office.
The Queen accepted the resignation af Karl

Derby.
Her Majesty immediately 'sent tor" (as it is

termed iu court language) Mr. Disraeli, and by
telegram requested the right hcuorabie guntleman
to form a new cabinet.
Mr. DiBracli has uot yet been 1.0 Osborne to see

the Queen, but will go there early to-morrow and
have an interview with her Majesty.
Public opini-in has it that flu great seal of

office will be tendered to Mr. Disrai li and that he
will accept the post of Premier, holding at the
same time the Chancellorship of the Exchequer,
like Sir Robert Feel, Pitt, Mr. Perceval and other
ministers of former years.
Should Mr. Disraeli not accept tin- office and

endeavor to form a Cabinet hold.ng the "Chancel-
lorship of the Exchequer Sir Strafford North-
cote may vacate the offico of Secretary of State
for India and be commissioned as Chancellor.
No chatu.es have been made iu the Cabinet to

this hour.
Tho House of Lords met in session this evening,

when E<irl Malimesbury announced the resig¬
nation of Lord Derby to the Peers with "great
regret."
Earl Rusaull immediately rose aud in a few

words expressed his regret at the caitsc the ill
health of the ex-Premier which had induced the
change in tho Cabinet.
The House then adjourned to Thursday evening.
The House of Commons assembled at the usual

hour.
Immediately after the Speaker had taken the

chair Lord Stanley rose and announced the resig¬
nation of the Premier, Lord Derby, making allu¬
sion to a coming change in the Cabinet.
Mr. Gladstone replied in terms almott similar tn

those used by Ear! Russell in t ie House of Lords.
The House of Commons then adjourned to Fri¬

day.

Earl Russell and others expressed their eympatby for
l,ord Derby, and hoped be might recover from bis III-
neee and resume his post at tbe head of tbe Mlnisirr.
In the nonse of Commons the announcement of tbe

resignation of tbe l*r-ms Miaistor wm made by Lord
Stanley, and waa responded to by Mr. Gladstone, who
with much delieaey and feeling expressed bie sorrow for
the cause which compelled the noble lord to resign hia
high office.
